But now their Oracles 
are ſo farce degenerate fromthe former pu- 
ie of that ancient Church, as they make '

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murder ſpirits eſolution, and openly 
threaten the hues ot Kings that are Gods 
breathing Images ; when-he Prophet Da- 
uid trembled to violate che $kirt of King 
Sauls garment, 7 
All which conſidered , I doubt not but 
thoſe Recuſants which doe difcouer ſuch 
pernicious ſpirits,willout ot the light of this 
tire perſedly diſcerne the darkenele and 
dangerotthatReligion , whercot the faith 
15]apped vp mn ſuchan ignorant & umplicite 
obedience;and fo much the rather,becauſe 
it hath fallenourt ſo often, that the ſcruples 
. of Conſcience and ſeeds ot Treaſon, haue / 
. growen vp as cloſe together, as the huske 
* and Corne in one care. And theretorel 
ſhould thinke that thoſe men, which carie 
the ynlcarned Papilts, Iixe Hawkes hoo- 
ded; into thoſe dangerous politions,may 
mitly challenge any rhat ſhall ſecke to rob- | 
them of the deſerued Titles ot Boutefeux 
and fiery matches. Forthelc arc they that 
haue made their Church a Court, their reli- 
-gion a vaſſal to ambiion,and are (o hot vp- 
* on carthly Honours, as they cannot diſtin« 
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guiſh Juter ſumma &: precipitia. Thele are 
they that enioyne men to eate their God, 
vpoa the bargaine ot blood ; where thoſe 
whomthey depraue doe know, that what- 
ſocuer God doth aftectm goodnes,he doth + 
ettect by good meanes. And howſoeuer 


they terme our Sacraments as bareandna- 
ked fignes; we may iuſtlyſay that weehaue
